of the Guild-Court, as being the moft proper mode of colleéting the 
fenfe of the commercial part of the community ; and they having taken 
the fame into confideration, the Provoft this day reported to the Coun-— 
cil, the following opinion of the Guild Court upon this fubjeft, vz. ~ 

1/t, ‘That it wovid be highly detrimental to the commercial intercft 
of this country, if the prefent Bankrupt-Law was fuffered to expire 
without having fame law.of the fame kind fubftitated in its place. 

44, That the attaching and bringing to fale the heritable property of 
Bankrupts is fo tedious and expenfive, by the prefent law of Scotland, 
that an alteration of the law, in regard to that matter, is a thing not 
only highly defirable, but indifpenfibly neceffary; and that a Bank- 








rupt-law which does not enforce and legalize the furrender of an_in%l- 

vent debtor's whole fubjects, as well heritable as moveable, would not 

only be incomplete, but would tend to obftruét and retard the opers-- 

tions of the managers, without obviating or removing many inconve- 
! niencies that have hitherto been ex: ‘ “ 

‘3d, That a law framed upon the very liberal and equitable principles
